Premier Rachel Notley’s approval rating has 
sunk to new lows, according to a Metro / 1 hink 
HQh exclusive poll. 

Her overall approval rating is sitting at 37 
per cent 

Thai number is made up of those who strongly 
and somewhat approve of her performance. Poll 
participants were also given the choice of some¬ 
what or strongly disapprove. 

“What's interesting about the intensity is that 
you've gpt more people who strongly disapprove 
than actually approve of her overall,” said Mane 
Henry, president of'fhinkHQ. 

Those who strongly disapprove of the premier 
sat at 41 per cent, while overall disapproval rat¬ 
ing was 54 per cent. 

Henry saw Notley’s approval rating jump in 
May, and he suspected that was due to her govern¬ 
ment's handling of the Fort McMurray Wildfires.

2013 conflict- 
of-interest 
allegations to 
be reopened 

British Columbia's conflict-of- 
interest commissioner has ruled 
there should be a renewed in¬ 
vestigation into former Alberta 
premier Alison Red ford’s se¬ 
lection of a law firm to sue to¬ 
bacco companies on behalf of 
the province. 

Paul Fraser says Alberta’s for¬ 
mer ethics commissioner did 
not have all the information 
when he cleared Redford of 
conflict-of-interest allegations 
in 2013. 

The case involves Kedfbrd’s 
selection of the ITRL consortium 
to sue tobacco companies when 
she was justice minister. 

One of the firms in the 
consortium employed Robert 
Hawkes, Redford's fonner hus¬ 
band and political adviser. 

The first investigation found 
that Redford made a fair deci¬ 
sion based on advice given to 
her, hut the CEC later revealed 
changes were made to briefing 


documents before they were 
given to Redford. 

Alberta's current ethics com¬ 
missioner asked B.C.’s Fraser to 
determine whether the inves¬ 
tigation should be reopened, 
because she is friends with two 
people involved in the case. 

Fraser will handle the new 
probe. 

“I have determined that re 
investigation is warranted based 
on new information that was 


revealed,” he wrote in a letter 
to Alberta Justice Minister Kath¬ 
leen Ganley dated Wednesday. 

Fraser noted that the bar for 
such a move was low and "the 
presumption of innocence re¬ 
mains intact/ 1 
"'My decision to reinvestigate 
should not be interpreted as a 
finding about the propriety of 
the conduct of t he H onourable 
Alison Redford." 

Redford resigned as Alberta’s 


Progressive Conservative pre¬ 
mier in March 2014 following 
a scandal over lavish spending 
on herself and those in her in¬ 
ner circle. 

It was announced last year 
that she had taken a job with 
the Conference Board of Can¬ 
ada Redford could not immedi¬ 
ately be reached for comment 
through the board. 

The 510-billion lawsuit 
against the tobacco compan¬ 


ies is aimed at recovering smok¬ 
ing related health-care costs. 

Alberta's then-ethics commis¬ 
sioner, Neil Wilkinson, investi¬ 
gated Redford's decision in 2013 
while she was still premier. 

He found that she picked 
ITHL for the contract from three 
equally strong applicants. But 
the CBC report cast doubt on 
whether he had access to all rel¬ 
evant documentation to make 
that call. 

GanJey, who was named jus¬ 
tice minister after the Tories 
were swept from power by the 
NDP, asked former Supreme 
Court justice Frank lacobucci 
to review the matter. 

lacobucci's report detailed 
that tin earlier recommendation 
dismissing Jl'RL's bid as inad¬ 
equate was removed from the 
final briefing document Redford 
used in her decision and that 
Wilkinson did not have access 
to the earlier draft. 

JTRI remains in charge of 
the lawsuit.

Ganley has said the 
matter still needs to be exam¬ 
ined so people can have confi¬ 
dence in the integrity of govern¬

CANADIAN ENCYCLOPEDIA 

Hurtig 
dies in 
hospital 

Mel Hurtig, the ardent nationalist 
behind The Canadian Encyclo¬ 
pedia. died of pneumonia Wed¬ 
nesday in a Vancouver hospital. 

He was S4. 

His death was confirmed by 
Barbara Hurtig, the oldest of 
his four daughters, who said he 
was surrounded by his family 
at the end. 

Fie was a good dud and a great 
Canadian," she said, adding he 
was a brave man who wasn’t 
afraid to Face people who dis¬ 
agreed with him. ""He was never 
afraid to stand up to opponents 
and to fry and engage people. 
And 1 admired him for that." 

Hurtig was perhaps best 
known as publisher of the en¬ 
cyclopedia and co-founder of the 
Council of Canadians, a group 
dedicated to preserving the coun¬ 
try's sovereignty. 

According to his Facebook 
page, he was an Officer of the 
Order of Canada, had honorary 
Doctor of Laws degrees from 
six Canadian universities and 
was the recipient of the Lester 
B. Pearson Man of the Year Peace 
Award, ti e Canadian press

Cyclist receives apology for racial slur

It was a moment of reconcilia¬ 
tion in a whirlwind week For 
Bashir Mohamed. 

The Edmonton cyclist has 
dominated local headlines since 
last Friday, when he was riding 
his bike on the street and al¬ 
leges an angry motorist called 
him a “N^er" — a word that 
was repeated to him later in 


the same day. 

On Tuesday the man involved 
in the second incident reached 
out to him to apologize. 

Mohamed posted a picture 
of their shaking hands on so¬ 
cial media, writing that the two 
had met and then united in a 
public call against racism and 
discrimination. 

“1 felt he wanted to recon¬ 
cile and 3 felt it was sincere,’' 
Mohamed told Metro. 

Mohamed has been flooded 
by support and threats on social 


media since he posted a video 
of the first altercation online. 

Police are investigating and 
the man caught on film from 
the first incident is expected 
to issue an apology. 

Whether or not it turns out 
to be sincere, Mohamed said 
the process is important on a 
symbolic level. 

“In the end. the people who 
harbour these views are people 
who live beside us, people who 
work with us, people who just go 
through their everyday lives," he 


said. "Yoif re not going to punish 
every single one of them, but 
there can be a healing process 
where wrongs are accepted and 
society progresses forward just 
a little hit.” 

Mohamed made a public post 
on Wednesday night expressing 
his frustration with the way 
police have handled the inci¬ 
dents. which the Edmonton 
Police Service is expected to 
address Friday morning. 

Mayor Don Iveson is set to 
meet with Mohamed on Aug. 19.

Cheverie and her husband ran 
a Kickstarter campaign last year 
to raise $95,000 for the French 
Canadian themed restaurant It 
raised more than S'lOS.OOO. 

Cheverie says the money fund¬ 
ed capital costs and demonstrated 


real interest investors. The couple 
did their homework, watching 
every single Kickstarter video in 
the food category and did com¬ 
munity outreach for feedback.. 

“We didn't pay tor airy adver¬ 
tising,'* said Cheverie. Chattier is 
a big example of success. 

More often Kick starters result 
in one person or part-time work. 

Edmonton's Jorden Davis, for 
example, is creating customized, 
lazy-susan style tabletops for gam¬ 
ers. The concept started when a 
friend asked Davis to create one. 

His Kickstarter campaign uL 
timutely raised $87,777 with only 
400 backers. How Davis Is in the 
manufacturing phase. 

“It gave us the opportunity 
to stait a successful business. 41 
said Davis.. 

The money raised Is primarily 
for production costs, with. Davis 
working full time to manufac¬ 
ture the rabies. But he’d like to 
start expanding to conventions 
and other commercial practise. 

And Sean McDonald at Tower- 
Guard Games in Edmonton has 
sold his game. Train Heist, to a 
big publisher—all thanks to his 
Kickstarter campaign. 

“Nbw It's residual! income,” said 
McDonald. “It's paying for work

Construction on the tower that 
will eventually be Edmonton's 
tallest is officially underway. 

While the purkade has already 
been under construction., work¬ 
ers are now moving into the 
above-ground phase for the 
Stantec 'lower, a milestone the 
company marked at their 3ce 
District site at 102 Street and 
103 Avenue lhursday morning. 

"We’ve been looking at a hole 
for awhile," said Keith Shilling- 
ton, with Stantec. “Soon you'll 
be able to stand on the street and 
start seeing it come tip." 

It will take about two years 
to build the new 66-storey sky¬ 
scraper. and when completed 


it will stand 250 metres high. 
It will have 2S levels of office 
space with almost 500 residen¬ 
tial units above. 

More than half of the office 
space will be taken up by Stantec 
itself 'ibe approximately 1,700 
Edmonton employees of the con¬ 
sulting and engineering giant will 
move into their new digs in 20 IS. 

“1 think it reflects the growth 
of the city, and how r the city has 
evolved over the years, almost 
similar to Stantec and how we've 
evolved over the years.

Sharing the road in Edmonton 
tain be a battle. 

Cycling infrastructure grows 
slowly in this city, meaning cyc¬ 
lists are out among vehicular 
traffic a lot of the time. And 
experts say a lack of education 
around who goes where in what 
scenarios can lead to conflict. 

With cyclist-motorist strife 
reaching a boil of late in Ed¬ 
monton, we decided to check 
in with those in the know about 
good etiquette. 

Here’s what they shared: 

Anxiety 

"The premise of North Amer¬ 
ican commuter cycling is that 
cyclists should act as vehicles," 
said Karly Coleman, a CanEike 
educator since 2006. 

But without proper education 


and aw r areness about how cyc¬ 
lists operate in traffic, from 
both drivel's and cyclists, that 
can cause anxiety. 

The fact that everyone knows 
how to physically ride a bike 
means many mistake that for 
knowing how to ride it in traffic 

— w r hich many don’t — Cole¬ 
man added. 

Intersect ions 

Peter Chapman, a commuter 
cyclist since 2006. says drivers 
often attempt to pass cyclists 
before an intersection and then 
hELve to stop short. And then 
there's the issue of right of way. 

"There'5 confusion over who 
goes first or takes the right of 
way," said Chapman. Drivers 
often attempt to allow the bike 
to go rather than sticking to 
the strict rule of a right of way. 
Riding toe close 

Cyclists are constantly 
warned not to ride between cars 

— and Chapman also warns of 
the danger of riding alongside 
a cyclist in a painted bike Line. 

"This has been a problem on 
the 116 Street bicycle lane." he 
said, likely because the street 
is narrow. 

Drivers should be one metre 
distance away from cyclists. 


according to the city, hut that 
can be difficult to judge. "If 
we hear the engine slowing 
we know they "re considering 
you," Chapman said. 
Education and infrastructure 

Coleman says a kick of infra- 
snucture means drivers and cyc¬ 
lists don't get enough practice 
with safety. 

Bike boxes at intersections 
are meant to give visibility to 
cyclists. But with only two or 
three in existence here, they 
cause confusion when the cyc¬ 
list is jettisoned into the road¬ 
way again. 

The insufficient infrastruc¬ 
ture means only the percep¬ 
tion of safety is on offer, Cole¬ 
man says. 

Whaft's next 

Both experts recommend 
people cycle more to gain know¬ 
ledge of how to share the road. 

Chapman says cycling educa¬ 
tion may be generational. 

“Subsidized education should 
happen in schools for cycling 
training." he said. 

“1 highly recommend taking 
a course in cycling," Coleman 
added. "Not only does it make 
you a good cyclist, it makes you 
a better driver.”

police, which Ibrahim said is 
a pressing concern with some 
Somali youth falling victim to 
crime and violence.

“The community will have 
a meeting, they will discuss 
a list of things they need to 
discuss with Edmonton po¬ 
lice, and this task force will 
go out and meet with them," 
Ibrahim said. 

He hopes that uniting the 
various organizations under 
one name will make for a 
more powerful voire, and 
that it can serve as a model 
for Somali communities in 
other cities.

POST-SECONDARY 1 EDUCATION 

Province eyes standardized testing pilot 


Ihe Alberta Government is keep¬ 
ing a keen eye on Ontario as its 
post-secondary body embarks on 
a unique pilot project. 

In the fill, first-year students 
and graduates across over 10 
institutions in Ontario will be 
tested in math, problem solv¬ 
ing and writing to determine 
whether post-secondary institu¬ 
tions tangibly boost those skills. 

“At this point we’re not con¬ 
ducting similar testing, like they 
are in Ontario," said communi¬ 
cations director with advanced 


education John Muir. “But it is a 
pilot project so with any type of 
research we're always interested 
in finding out the results."

A University of Toronto student 
who had not been heard from 
since last month's restaurant at¬ 
tack in Bangladesh was arrested 
Thursday on allegations he was 
involved' in the deadly siege car¬ 
ried out by radical Islamists. 

Tahmid Ha sib Khan, 22, a 
permanent resident of Canada, 
was arrested in the Bangladesh 
capital and a court has allowed 
police to keep him in custody 
for eight days for questioning, 
said a Dhaka police spokesman. 

'ihe Bangladesh English-lan¬ 
guage newspaper The Daily Star 
reported that Khan and a ■17-year- 
old British national were arrested 
under a part of the Bangladeshi 
criminal code that allows police 
to arrest and detain a person 
without a warrant and with¬ 
out laying charges with court 
approval. 


Five armed gunmen attacked 
the Holey Artisan Bakeiy res¬ 
taurant on the night of July 1, 
killing 20 people and holding 
others inside hostage. Security 
forces stormed the restaurant 
on July 2. killing the gunmen 
and rescuing the remaining 13 
hostages. Nine Italians, seven 
Japanese, three Bangladeshis 
and one Indian died. 

Khan, 22, was known to have 


been inside the restaurant, but 
Bangladeshi authorities and po¬ 
lice denied having him in cus¬ 
tody after the attack. His family 
and New York-based Human 
Rights Watch had appealed for 
news about them and said the au¬ 
thorities were holding the men. 

Khan’s family asked Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau on July 
11 to intervene in the case of the

Victims’ advocate criticizes

A Halifax Regional Police vic¬ 
tim services caseworker said 
Thursday conditions placed on 
taxi drivers accused of sexual 
assault “cannot be monitored." 

Angela Jeffrey-Haynes made 
the statement in a letter writ¬ 
ten to Halifax regional coun¬ 
cil's Appeals Standing Com¬ 
mittee — the one tasked with 
ruling on appeals from taxi 
drivers w r ho have lost their 
licences due to allegations of 
sexual assault. 

The letter comes after a 
string of reported sexual as¬ 
saults by taxi drivers in Halifax. 

Jeffrey-Haynes wrote that 
while police can't stop an ac¬ 
cused driver from driving, they 
commonly place conditions 
that prohibit them from hav¬ 
ing female passengers in their 
vehicles, or having passengers

in the front seat. After the Ap¬ 
peals Standing Committee re¬ 
instates' a driver's licence, it 
usually applies similar con- 
di lions. 

“Unfortunately, the limited 
conditions that police are al¬ 
lowed to place on taxi driv¬ 
ers cannot be monitored, 1 " 
she wrote, adding that Hali¬ 
fax Regional Municipality's 
taxi compliance team is in the

same boat, and it's especially 
difficult to regularly check 
whether drivers are adhering 
to conditions at night. 

“Therefore there is no way 
to properly hold these offend¬ 
ers accountable and to ensure 
public safety.'’ 

Jeffrey-Haynes wrote her 
letter to educate committee 
members Em their role after 
attending two appeal hearings 
earlier this year. 

The committee has allowed 
multiple appeals in the last 
year for drivers currently mov¬ 
ing through the justice system, 
and In one case, left the door 
open for a convicted driver to 
reapply to get his licence back 
this September. 

Jeffrey-Haynes wrote that, 
given high rates of recidivism 
among sexual assault offend¬ 
ers, and the level of trust af¬ 
forded to taxi drivers, reinstat¬ 
ing their licences, even with 
conditions, leaves the public 
vulnerable. 

“I can say overall that al¬ 
lowing taxi drivers who display 
such behEiviour to continue 
working in this role creates 
a sense of fear for women in 
HRMT she wrote. 

“It limits their freedom both 
psychologically and physic¬ 
ally."

U.S. lawmakers 
bicker over Zika 


HEALTH 

One official 
warns budget 
for virus is 
running out 

As Zika escalates into a pub¬ 
lic health crisis and the num¬ 
ber of mosquito-transmitted 
cases grows. Republicans and 
Democrats are pointing fingers 
over the failure by Congress to 
commit federal dollars to fight 
the virus. 

Health and Human Servi¬ 
ces Secretary Sylvia Burwell 
warned lawmakers on Wed¬ 
nesday thiit her Zika budget is 


running out quickly. Without 
more money soon, she said, 
the “nation’s ability to effect¬ 
ively respond to Zika will be 
impaired.” 

Yet Lawmakers left Washing¬ 
ton in mid-July fora seven-week 
recess without approving any 
of the Si.9 billion requested 
by President Barack Obama in 
February to develop a vaccine 
and control the mosquitoes 
that carry the virus. 

Abortion politics played a 
central role in the impasse. 

Republicans angered Demo¬ 
crats by adding a provision to 
a $ 1.1 -bill ion lake-it-or-leave¬ 
il measure that would have 
blocked Planned Parenthood 
clinics in Puerto Rico from 


receiving money. 

House Speaker Paul Ryan, 
writing in USA Today on 'Thurs¬ 
day. did not mention that provi¬ 
sion in blaming Democrats for 
blocking the legislation. Their 
obstruction, according to Ryan, 
R-Wis., is “a blatant ploy in an 
election year.” 

Also Thursday, 47 Senate 
Democrats called on Ryan 
and Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., to re¬ 
convene Congress and immedi¬ 
ately address the Zika threat. 
They faulted GOP leaders For 
allowing “poison pill special- 
interest priorities" into the bill. 

But McConnell has signalled 
he is in no rush to return.

Puerto Rico's governor 
wouldn't authorize naled's 
u se beca use of envi ron mental 
concerns, despite widespread 
Zika infections there. Fried en 
says minuscule amounts 
sprayed at dawn and dusk 
have no effect on people, 

Frieden says Miami's in¬ 
fections were limited to a 
500-square-foot area in the 
Wynwood neighbourhood.

Jail ex-officer for 
2 - 1/2 years: Jury 


A jury recommended 2 1(2 
years in prison for a white 
Former police officer convicted 
of voluntary manslaughter 
on Thursday in the shooting 
death of an unarmed black 
man who had been accused 
of shoplifting. 

The ex-officer, Stephen Ran¬ 
kin, shot IS-year-old William 
Chapman in the face and chest 
outside a Walmart store last 
year after a security guard 
called police to go after the 
young man. 

No video recorded the ac¬ 
tual killing, and testimony 
conflicted on the details of 
what happened. But most 
witnesses said Chapman had 
his hands up, and prosecutor 
Stephanie Morales said the 
officer could have used non- 
deadly force. 

The officer “brought a gun 
into what is at worst a fist 
fight A Morales told the jury, 



which deliberated for nearly 
two days before returning its 
verdict. 

Rankin. 36. faced one to 
10 years on the manslaugh¬ 
ter conviction. Morales asked 
jurors to give him the max¬ 
imum, while defence attorney 
James Broccoletti argued that 
no amount of jail time would 
bring Chapman back to life. 

A judge will formally sen¬ 
tence Rankin on Oct. 12. The 
judge doesn’t have to Follow 
the jury's recommendation, 
but can't increase the penalty. 

Rankin, who was fired from 
the Portsmouth police force 
after being indicted, had al¬ 
ready killed another unarmed 
suspect, four years earlier, 
and many in the mostly black 
city of 100,000 saw bis trial as 
a chance for accountability 
as police shootings continue 
around the country.

Why is sweat so smelly? 

Why does my sweat sin el I on your skin helpfully break tena re ative to other, less 

srj bad? — Angela, Toronto 


There's nothing noxious about 
sweat, per se. It's almost all 
salt and water. 

We can thank our bacteria 
friends for that stinky B,Q, 
a roma. 

Your sweat contains traces 
of a number of different chem¬ 
icals, including proteins, chol- 
estero. the building frocks 
of steroid hormones, and all 
sorLs of fats. 

The friendly bacteria living 


these down for us- Unfortu¬ 
nately the results of that break¬ 
down. which are vividly called 
volatile odorous products.' 
tend to smell pretty bad. 

According to a 2011 paper 
in the International Journal of 
Cosmetic Science, a'thoLgh 
lots of different species live 
there, there's one main type 
of arm pit-dwelling bacteria 
responsible for much ot the 
stink: aerobic corynebacteria. 

People with persistent BO 
often have more corynebao- 


stirky species, such es staphyl¬ 
ococci (the neutral kind, not 
the nasty ones that cause skin 
infections and sepsis).

some really horrific gifts." 

Robbie, who plays the base¬ 
ball bat-wielding villain Harley 
Quinn, received a love letter and 
a live rat in a black box. She kept 
the rodent, which she named 
Rat Rat, for the duration of the 
Toronto shoot because, “If Harley 
got something horn joker, she'd 
probably cherish it." When film¬ 
ing was complete Guillermo del 
Toro adopted the rodent rerunn¬ 
ing it Vestuniano. 

Will Smith, who plays sharp¬ 
shooter Deadshot, was also sent 
a letter accompanied by a bul¬ 
let and Killer Croc portrayer 
Adewale Akin nuoye-Agbaje re¬ 
ceived a “used" Playboy maga¬ 
zine. 

Leto's gift on the first day of 


shooting was an eye opener. He 
missed the first few days of film¬ 
ing. so to let everyone know he 
was thinking of them he sent 
over a dead hog and a video of 
the Joker. 

“Basically, what he said was, 
'Guys, I can t be there but I want 
you to know I'm doing my work 
as hard as you guys," 4 Adam 
Beach said. 

“The video he showed is in 
character. It blew r our minds 
away." 

Did his methods pay off/ 
Seems so. Ren Affleck describes 
Leto's performance as "genius” 
and Ayer declares, “I think it's 
going to be hand for anyone to 
ever imagine anyone else os the 
Joker.

Get ready for new Godzilla 


Godzilla is back in its homeland 
of japan after a 12-year absence, 
still breathing fire and merci¬ 
lessly stomping everything in its 
way, The new film Shin Godzilla, 
or New Godzilla, is now show¬ 
ing in theatres in Japan and is 
premised for the U.S. and other 
countries later this year. Here's 
a look at how breaks from its 
past and is also familiar. 

What s different 

• The Americans: Japan’s 
most important ally sends 
scientists and other advisers, 
their participation depicted 
at times as a nuisance.

Lo and Behold 
looks at perils 
and triumphs 
of’the web 


Werner Herzog has a rather 
distant relationship with the 
subject of his new documen¬ 
tary, Loand Behold: Reveries 
of the Connected World. 

The film traces the evolu¬ 
tion and revolution of the In¬ 
ternet, and how dependent we 
are on it — well, most of us. 

“Personally J do not use 
very much of the Internet," 
the 73-year-old Oscar- and Bm- 
my-nominated German film¬ 
maker said in a recent phone 
interview from Los. Angeles. 

"1 do email and eventually 
I look at Google Maps and 
sometimes I do Skype with 
family. Hut that’s about it. 
I do not have a cellphone.” 

Lo and Behold, voiced by 
the movie-making great, starts 
at the University of California, 
where the first Internet mes¬ 
sage was sent on Oct. 29,1969. 

Herzog looks at the inter¬ 
net's gTowth since then, from 
its use in science and robotics 
to its dark side. 

Among those profiled is a 
couple who was devastated 
when a photo of their late 
daughter, decapitated in a car 
accident, was shared online. 

Herzog also speaks with 
players addicted to online 
gaming, as well as a group 
who claim to have become 
very ill from radiation sick¬ 
ness caused by cellphone 
towers. 

"As far as I know it’s very 
controversial and the main 
opinion is that it’s a psycho¬ 
somatic issue," said Herzog of 
their apparent illness.

"But I did not want to chal¬ 
lenge anything and 1 wanted 
to give them at least a voice.” 

The doc also explores the 
Internet’s role in the develop¬ 
ment of artificial intelligence 
and the possibility of one day 
posting online with telepathy. 

The big question in the 
film: How do we keep the 
Internet running? 

How do we guard it? The 
idea of the web shutting down 
one day "is a palpable possi¬ 
bility.” said Herzog. 

"Massive solar flares, they 
occur every 200. 300 years 


and that would shut down 
the Internet, at Least for quite 
a while,” he said. “Knowing 
that, we should rather disen¬ 
tangle certain things from the 
Internet — essential things.... 
Veiy basic things like water 
supply, electricity grid. 

“So (we) should develop 
solid fallback positions that 
are not connected to the In¬ 
ternet.” 

Lo and Behold opens 
in Vancouver and Mont¬ 
real on Friday: in Toron¬ 
to and Calgary on Aug. 12:

Original Winnie - the -Po oh and pals get makeover 


Winnie-the-Fooh and friends 
Piglet, Eeyore, Kanga and 'Jig¬ 
ger are celebrating a new lease 
on their New York City life 
after enjoying many adven¬ 
tures together. 

The original toys are look¬ 
ing refreshed after more than 
a year of much needed repairs 
by a textile conservator. They 
went back on display Wednes¬ 
day at the New York Public 
Library,, where they’ve resided 
since 1987. 


An English boy, Christopher 
Kobin Milne, was their original 
owner. 

He received them in the 
1920s from his father, the au¬ 
thor A. A. Milne, who based the 
Winnie-the-Pooh children’s 
stories on the stuffed animals. 

The library says the yearlong 
conservation included neck 
alignment, clavicle repair and 
bottom fluffing. 

"Being ever mindful of their 
care and condition, and given 


recent advances in textile con¬ 
servation techniques, we de¬ 
cided that the time was right 
to undertake restorative work 
on these treasures,* library 
curator Michael Inman said 
in a statement. 

“The dnlls have been not 
only cleaned, repaired and sta¬ 
bilized, thereby ensuring their 
continued survival, but also 
returned to a state that is in 
many ways closer to how they 
appeared when they were in 


the possession of the Milne 
family.” 

Little Christopher first called 
the stuffed bear tdward Bear. 
He later renamed him, combin¬ 
ing two names: Winnie for a 
real black bear at the London 
Zoo that had once served as 
a military mascot in Winni¬ 
peg. Canada, and Pooh for a 
pet swan.

Timeless novel 
speaks to fears 
of science gone

If anyone knew how to make the 
be it out of bad cottage weather, 
it was Mary Shelley. 

In IBIS, the then-IS-year-old

married lover Percy Shelley, his 
pid Lord Byron, her stepsister 
and Byron's lover Claire Clair- 
mont. and physician and noted 
fifth wheel John William T J oli- 
dori.

Brazil's father 
of aviation 

Ask any Brazilian: who invented 
the airplane and theyll say it was 
Alberto Santos-Dumont, not the 
Wright Brothers. The Brazilian 
was living in France when in 
1906 he flew the first powered 
heavier-than-air craft, the 14 Bis. 
He flew it around the Eiffel Tower 
to win a Europe-wide contest. 
The Wright Brothers, by contrast, 
flewtherr craft in 1903, but used 
a la unch ing rail. Expect to see a 
replica of the 14 Eis during the 
opening ceremony and a tribute 
to Santos-Dumont. 



Floresta da 
Tijuca 

Tnuca Forest is the world's 
largest urban forest and home 
to hundreds of species of 
animals and plants, including 
endangered and those only 
found along Brazil’s Atlantic 
Coast. Brazilians are proud of 
their fauna and flora and those 
are likely to be showcased 
Friday. The forest also contains 
a number of Rio's landmarks, 
includi ng the statue of Chr ist the 
Redeemer and a peak popular 
with hang gliders called Pedra 
da Gavea. 



Favelas 


Yes/ host led within the sandy beaches and incredibly 
wealthy neighbourhoods of Rio de Janeiro are several 
slUWs, toe ally known as favelas. They're as much a part 
of the city as the luxury apartments lining Copacabana 
arid Leblori beaches, and they'fHlikely to be a part of the 
opening ceremonies. One of Rio's favelas was popularized 
in the 3002 movie, City of God. 


"Marvellous 

City" 

Rio de Janeiro's nickname is 
"Cidade Maravilhosa" — the 
marvellous city. It’s also the 
title of a song that has become 
Rio's official anthem. Written 
in 1935, it's an ode to the city's 
natural beauty, although it never 
mentions Rio by name. 



Copacabana's 

sidewalk 


One of the iconic images 
of Rio is the four-kilometre 
long sidewalk of Copacabana 
beach. It was completed in 
1970 and each stone that 
makes up the world-famous 
mosaic pattern was placed by 
hand, making every section 
of the sidewalk different. 
Most stones are black or 
white representing the white 
Europeans and black African 
slaves who colonized Brazil 
with pockets of red stones 
representing the indigenous 
people who were displaced 
by the newcomers.

More Russians earn 


a late, late reprieve 


2016 


Final total of 
271 competitors 
will take part in 
spite of scandal 

S he IOC approved the entry af 
271 Russian athletes for the Rio 
de Janeiro Olympics on Thurs¬ 
day, meaning 70 per tent of 
the country's original team will 
compete in the games after the 
scandal over state-sponsored 
doping. 

Also Thursday, the IOC's rule 
barring Russian athletes with 
prior doping sanctions from 
competing in the Carries was 
rejected as "unenforceable'* by 
an Olympic sports arbitration 
panel The international Olym- 
pic Committee announced the 
go-ahead for 271 Russian ath¬ 
letes on Thursday night, about 
24 hours before the opening 
ceremony of the games. 

The 10C recently rejected 
calls from anti-doping organiza¬ 
tions to ban Russia’s entire team 
following a report by a World 
Anti-Doping Agency investi¬ 
gator that detailed evidence 
of state-directed doping and 
cove nips. 

Instead, the IOC asked inter¬ 
national federations to examine 
each individual Russian athlete 
to determine if they should be 
eligible to compete. The IOC set 
up a panel of three executive 
board members to make the 
final call, taking into account 
the advice of an independent 
sports arbitrator. 

After the review, the IOC 
declared in Thursday's state¬ 
ment “271 athletes will form 
the team entered by the Russian

National Olympic Committee 
from the original entiy list of 
3S9 athletes.” 

Russian Olympic Committee 
president Alexander Zhukov 
told reporters earlier that 271 
of his country's athletes had 
been cleared, 

“ We hare good news for the 
fans of the Russian Olympic 
team," he said. "The majority 
of the sports have been admit¬ 
ted in full” 

Several international fed¬ 
erations announced separately 
Thursday that they had received 
the final approval for Russian 
entries in their events, includ¬ 
ing boxing, judo, equestrian, 
volleyball and golf. 

Russia's track and held team 
remains barred following an 
earlier decision by the IAAF. 

IOC President Thomas Bach 
again defended the decision 
not to ban the entire Russian 
Olympic team, insisting that 
athletes cannot be punished 
for the wrongdoing of their 
government. 

“We had to follow the rules 
of justice and justice has to be 
independent from politics,” 
Bach said. “You cannot answer 
to a violation of a law by an¬ 
other violation of a law. This 
is destroying justice. We had 
to respect basic principles of 
natural taw.”
